Also, during 
the entire afternoon there will be student art- 
in-action exhibits of sculpture, pottery making, 
jewelry, iron forging, and stone cutting. 

Highlight of the day will be the presentation 
to twenty-four students of certificates of gradu¬ 
ation showing that they have completed three 
full years of study. 





SCHOLARSHIPS AND AWARDS FOR SCHOOL YEAR 


At the end of each school year a jury com¬ 
posed of the entire faculty and the Director of 
the California School of Fine Arts selects win¬ 
ners for the various scholarships awarded to 
students. Selections are based entirely on merit. 

The Fletcher Cup Award , which goes to the 
student who has accomplished the outstanding 
work of the school year, goes this year to 
George Stillman. He is majoring in painting 
and has completed three years of study. 

The I. N. Walter Sculpture Prize of $50 was 
awarded to Dale Schnell who is completing 
his second year at C.S.F.A.

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THIRTEENTH ANNUAL EXHIBITION OF DRAWING AND PRINTS 


The Drawing and Print Annual of the San 
Francisco Art Association opened at the San 
Francisco Museum of Art with a preview and 
reception on Thursday evening, June 9th. Com¬ 
menting on the work submitted, Richard B. 
Freeman, Assistant Director in Charge of the 
Museum said, “So often, in the past, the tech¬ 
nical virtuosity required in the production of a 
fine print has superseded freedom of expres¬ 
sion to a certain extent, but the prints in this 
Annual have more than ever before adapted 
to their exacting processes and techniques the 
imaginative qualities which are present in all 
current movements of creative art. This year, it 
is especially interesting to notice where color 
is used in a work, how delicate the balance be¬ 
tween line, tone (the traditional elements of a 
drawing) and the color is.” 

Winner of the Anonymous Donor Prize (open 
only to artist members of S.F.A.A.) was Rex 
Ashlock's The Little Witch (ink). The Marion 
Osborn Cunningham Memorial Prize For Seri¬ 
graph, awarded for the first time, went to 
Rachel's Veil by Edward London. S.F.A.A. Pur¬ 
chase Prize of $75 was awarded to The Gar¬ 


den (lithograph) by Miyoko It o. Karl Baumann’s 
Studio (pencil) won the Artists’ Council $75 
Prize (open only to artist members of S.F.A.A.). 

Mother and Child (charcoal) by Mine Okubo 
and Miners (lithograph) by Richard Haines each 
won a S.F.A.A. $50 Prize. Russell Hartley's Ma¬ 
dronos (ink) and Frances C. Baxter's Grasses 
And Mustard each won an Artists’ Council $50 
Prize. 

Serving on the Jury of Selection for the Annual 
were: Glen Wessels, chairman; Alexander Ne- 
pote, Edgar Dorsey Taylor, Elmer Bischoff and 
Lucretia Nelson.

EXHIBITION DRAWS ENTRIES 
FROM WIDE AREA 

Over half the works in this year’s Exhibition of 
Drawing and Prints represents artists who live 
outside California. About a third of the re¬ 
mainder comes from artists in southern Cali¬ 
fornia and the rest from artists in northern 
California. “High quality” was the only cri¬ 
terion of the artist jury in selecting for this 
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exhibition 84 works of 69 artists out of 500 
works submitted by 291 artists. 

Calling attention to this fact, Mr. Henry F. 
Swift, President of the San Francisco Art Asso¬ 
ciation, said, ‘‘In selecting works for exhibition 
at this and each of the other two shows we 
sponsor annually the procedure is both logical 
and democratic. We leave the entire machin¬ 
ery of it in the hands of artists, a procedure 
in which we are rather rare among art organi¬ 
zations in this country. 

‘‘The artist members of our association,” con¬ 
tinued Mr. Swift, ‘‘nominate and elect from 
among themselves their own governing body 
within our association. This is called the Art¬ 
ists’ Council. 

‘‘In advance of one of our shows, the council 
selects a panel of jury nominees and presents 
it to the whole artist membership at an elec¬ 
tion. Those getting the higher numbers of votes 
become the jury for that show. In order to keep 
a representative balance in the character of the 
exhibition,” said Mr. Swift, ‘‘the council takes 
care to nominate prospective jurors who have 
not served in such a capacity for a given show 
within a period of three years. 

‘‘We broadcast to the American art world each 
coming show,” concluded Mr. Swift, ‘‘announc¬ 
ing the place, time, conditions and prizes by 
means of releases to art publications and by

the distribution of entry application blanks at 
all manner of places where artists congregate. 
In addition we mail out and otherwise distribute 
to artists such blanks to a total number of 2500 
each time. Our aim is to secure for each show 
as good and representative an exhibition as 
conditions may afford. Our shows mirror, on 
a high plane, we believe, the current state of 
production in American art.”

THE 1949 JAMES D. PHELAN 
AWARDS IN ART 

Trustees of the Estate of the late Senator James 
D. Phelan have announced that three awards 
will be offered this year in painting, the first 
carrying a stipend of $1,000, the second $650, 
and the third $350. Paintings submitted by ap¬ 
plicants will be on exhibition at the San Fran¬ 
cisco Museum of Art from September 1st to 
October 2nd, 1949. 

These awards were provided for under the 
terms of a bequest made by the late Senator 
Phelan to bring about a further development 
of native talent in California in the fields of 
literature and art. This year only the awards 
for painting will be made, but the competition 
is open to all types of painting. Applicants, 
both men and women, must be native born 
Californians between 20 and 40 years of age. 

Those who will act as a committee of award 
will include Spencer Macky, president of the 
California College of Arts and Crafts, Maurice 
Logan, well known San Francisco painter, and 
a third member to be announced later. 

Noel Sullivan of Carmel, who is in charge of 
administering the awards, made the following 
statement in regard to the competition: “It is the 
desire of the Trustees of the Phelan Estate that 
as many young men and women as possible 
who have definite talents in painting enter the 
competition for the awards. It is hoped, there¬ 
fore, that all citizens of the state who have at 
heart the welfare of creative work will do their 
share toward stimulating young people to enter 
this competition.” 

The closing date is August 12, 1949. Applica¬ 
tions and more detailed information may be 
obtained from the office of the James D. Phelan 
Award in Literature and Art, 820 Phelan Build¬ 
ing, San Francisco 2. In addition, applicants are 
required to present two specimens of their work. 


NOTES ON MEMBERS 

Elizabeth Mailliard has received the Kingsley 
Art Club Purchase Prize for best in prints for 
one of her lithographs. It will go to the per¬ 
manent collection of the Crocker Art Gallery in 
Sacramento. Fler oil painting, an abstraction 
entitled “My Father’s Studio," was exhibited in 
the same show. 

Erie Loran, Professor of Art at the University of 
California, is exhibiting paintings in oil and 
gouache at the M. H. De Young Memorial Mu¬ 
seum through the month of June. 

Edith M. Smith sends word from Paris that there 
will be a showing of her recent paintings from 
June 14 to June 29 at the Galerie Colette Al- 
lendy, 67 Rue de L'Assomption, in Paris. 

Ernest Mundt , artist member and C.S.F.A. fac¬ 
ulty member, was guest speaker May 8th on 
“Meet the Artist,” a regular program over 
radio station KDFC, Sausalito. He emphasized 
the fact that in order to make art more im¬ 
portant for the general public we need three 
things: artists who are dealing with problems 
which concern not only themselves, but also 
others; an objective language similar to the 
language of speech through which to com¬ 
municate feelings, just as our language com¬ 
municates thoughts; and a public that has been 
trained in school to understand this language 
of art and thus to participate critically and 
constructively in the artists’ work. 

Ruth Cravath, artist member and C.S.F.A. fac¬ 
ulty member, has completed a bronze portrait 
bust of the late Mayor Angelo J. Rossi which 
was unveiled at the San Francisco City Hall on 
June 10th. It occupies a niche near the Polk 
Street entrance. William Wobber, chairman of 
the Angelo J. Rossi Memorial Committee, pre¬ 
sented the bust to the city at the ceremony 
which was attended by representatives of Fed¬ 
eral, State and City governments and hundreds 
of Mr. Rossi’s friends. Two earlier San Francisco 
mayors are represented in memorial sculpture 
in the rotunda. They are the late James D. 
Phelan and the late James Rolph, Jr.
